Meeting on Tuesday, the Board of Directors of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce came to the same conclusion. Their 
studies, still incomplete, show that taxes haye increased in 
Wilmington over 110% in five years, and if the trend continues, 
taxes will be up another $10 in 1972. They found nothing to 
indicate that the trend will be reversed. 

In the same five years in which taxes increased 110% the 
tax base (taxable property) increased only 33%, while the popu- 
lation increased 11.3%. 

Some of the percentages shown: 

The school population increased 12.4% while the cost of schools 
increased 112%, 

General Government costs increased 52%, and Protection of 
one and Property (Police and Fire Departments) increased 

Public Buildings costs increased 82%, and Health and Sanita- 
tion costs increased 78%. Public Library costs were up 253%, 
due to the new library, and Recreation costs were up 440%. 

‘The cost of maturing bonds and interest is up 32%.

Recreation Department 
wants town owned Ice Rink 


Dave Trickett of Suncrest Ave 
a member of the Wilmington Re 
creation Commission told the 
Board of Selectmen that there is 
a dire shortage of Ice Time. for 
hockey practice and games at 
commercial rinks 

In recent years. Carl Backman 
Sr., told the Selectmen, Tuesday 
night, the local youngsters have 
been playing at the Billerica rink 
With the advent of the new rink on 
Upton Court in North Wilmington 
it was assumed that there would 
be ample ice time available. The 
request for ice time on the Biller 
ica rink was withdrawn, for the 
coming season 

North Wilmington's rink is so 
heavily booked, the Selectmen 
were told, that the number of 
hours of ice time available to the 
locals is short of the needs for 
the Wilmington Recreation Com 
mission 

Mr. Trickett also noted the high 
cost of ice time at the local rink 


citing what is effectively a dollar- 
2-minute rate. The rink manage- 
ment subtracts several minutes 
from each hour for reconditioning 
the ice surface. even though the 
renter has paid for the whole hour. 

The Recreation Commission is 
convinced that a town-owned rink 
would be a paying proposition 
based on the success that nearby 
communities have had with their 
municipal rinks. Tricket presen- 
ted a newspaper report which says 
that the rink which was construc- 
ted in conjunction with the Joyce 
School project in Woburn netted 
that city a $9,000 profit in one 
year. 

Selectman George Boylen ob- 
served that if the town is going 
to consider making large capital 
expenditures for recreation. a 
comprehensive program, includ- 
ing other high cost items such as 
a municipal -swimming pool, 
should be considered 
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$2,500 in Prizes. First prize is $1,500.

Coach Bellissimo’s__ varsity 
eleven moved into a four way tie 
for third place in the conference 
with a decisive 21-6 win over 
Methuen last Saturday. The Wild- 
cats now sport a 1-1 record in 
Teague play (2-1 overall). which is 
the same record of Billerica 
Chelmsford and Andover. Things 
could become more hectic this 
weekend with five of the top six 
conference teams in action. in- 
cluding the Wildcats encounter at 
Dracut against the league leading 
(1-0) Middies. 

A strong defensive game. the 
third straight in fact, led the way 
to varsity’s second seasonal win 
as the Rangers did not penetrate 
beyond the Wildcat’s 37 yard 
line until the closing seconds of 
the game. Paced by a strong 
front wall (Bruce McMillan, Alan

Beer. as all the world knows. is a commodity which 
can be enjoyed. particularly if used in moderation. A 
very large part of the population of Wilmington uses 
beer. from time to time and sometimes. it may be said.

Some who did this, it seems. were not trying to 
make money - just being nice fellows - but the $200 fine 
taught a lesson. No more favors for those under 21. 

Perhaps, as is argued. lowering the age at which peo- 
ple are allowed in barrooms to 18 should be done - to 
prevent this kind of bootlegging and disgraceful actions 
on the part of the youth of Wilmington.

That Law Suit i 


‘The Wilmington Planning Board has taken the Board of 
Appeals to court, alleging that a variance for a theatre 
was not given in accordance with the law. 

Itis too bad that these things have to happen. 

‘The Town Counsel, by direction, is preparing the case 
for the Planning Board. The Board of Appeals will have 
no counsel, unless it goes out and raises money, from 
some source, 

‘There was a similar case in Reading, about a dozen 
years ago. In that instance the Town Counsel was de- 
fending the Board of Appeals, and the Planning Board had 
to go out and raise some moriéy, which it did, The case 
involved a small store near the organ pipe factory on 
Lowell Street, to which the Board of Appeals had granted 
a variance.
